Canadian National Reconstruction Groups 


An organization formed for the purpose of studying the problems which will arise after the war 
in connection with Business Readjustments, the prevention of Unemployment, the Returned Soldier, 
general Social Well-being, Industrial and Economic Questions, Capital and Labour, Immigration, and the 
development of our Natural Resources, agricultural and other. 


A Reconstruction Group, which for the present is acting as the organizing Group, has been formed 
in Montreal, in which are at present represented the following National Factors: 


Agriculture, Education, Finance, Industry, Labour, Law, Social Science, Vocational 
Training, and the following bodies: The Pensions Board, the Military Hospitals 
Commission, the Great War Veterans Association. 


This group has already received a promise of co-operation from the Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
of the Reconstruction Committee of the Cabinet. 


The Federal Government, and to some extent the Provincial Governments, now have Departments 
and Commissions at work on some of these vital problems, notably the Commission of Conservation; 
but it is felt that, in the stress of the political life of the day, these special activities are apt to move 
slowly for lack of any organized and expressed interest on the part of the general public. 


It is believed that the Federal and Provincial Governments would welcome assistance and advice 
based on a thorough study and knowledge of the subjects indicated; and they can be counted upon to 
supply all information which they have available in the form of Reports, Statistics, and otherwise on 
the subjects under investigation. 


It is proposed to form a large number of groups in all parts of Canada, each consisting preferably 
of some ten to fifteen persons of either sex, and representing as far as possible, different phases of 
agricultural, industrial, commercial or professional activity, and different shades of opinion, for the 
purposes of studying and investigating in detail, the many important subjects which the changed con- 
ditions at the close of the war will bring into the field of urgent practical politics, especially the 
ominous possibilities of widespread unemployment. In populous centres, several such groups may well 
be formed. It is particularly desirable that in these groups, there should be representatives of the 
Returned Soldier, Organized Labour and the producer. 


It is thought that there should exist a Standing Committee on Plans and Propaganda, the members 
of which should reside in one city, whose duty it should be to occupy itself with making suggestions 
to the Central Provincial Executive Groups for distribution to local groups, to furnish data and infor- 
mation, to receive from such Central Provincial Executive Groups reports as to the work of all the 
local groups in each Province; so that the work and findings of all the groups throughout Canada might 
be co-ordinated for the purpose of ensuring that the method of study, and basis for all decisions might 
be uniform. This Standing Committee, would further frame resolutions for submission to the groups, 
and upon general agreement, arrange for the forwarding of these to the Governments through local 
parliamentary representatives or otherwise, for the purpose of obtaining definite action. 


Pending more thorough organization, the organizing group is prepared to act temporarily as the 
Standing Committee on Plans and Propaganda. 


The proposed organization will be constituted as follows:— 
(1) Local Groups in all parts of Canada to report to their Central Provincial Groups. 
(2) Central Provincial Executive Groups to receive, analyze, and tabulate the reports from local

Dear Sir:— 


We desire to bring to your notice a National Work of extreme urgency, in which the co-operation 
is sought of all persons who are prepared to give some portion of their time and their thought to the 
solution of problems arising from the changed conditions which have already developed and will later 
develop, as a result of the Great War. 


Such changes will call for much Reconstruction of our National Life. Prospective developments 
have, for some time, received the attention of the British Government, and, in order to be prepared, 
on the advent of Peace, with well-considered remedies, that Government some time ago, appointed a 
Ministry of Reconstruction, to study and discuss the problems involved. A Committee of the 
Dominion Cabinet has recently been created to deal with similar problems. 


It is thought that much assistance could be rendered to this Committee towards the solution of the 
various problems, and that recommendations could be made urging the enactment of suitable legisla- 
tion by the Government, if these problems could be considered and discussed throughout the length and 
breadth of Canada by numerous groups of workers, prepared earnestly and regularly to devote as much 
of their spare time as possible to such an important national work. 


It is therefore proposed to form small and energetic groups, each composed of some ten to fifteen 
persons of either sex. Each member of such a group should undertake the study of one problem, 
and should present briefly, from time to time, to his group, the various phases of the problem, for 
debate and the recommendation of remedies. 


It is of course essential to success, that the groups should be non-partisan, and that as many 
as possible of the various classes of society and opinion, should be represented in each group. 


Are you interested in this matter, and will you undertake to form one or more groups? If so, 
kindly advise us at the earliest possible moment, as we consider the subject to be one demanding 
immediate attention. If the matter does not appeal to you, or if you have no time to take it up yourself, 
would you be good enough to suggest someone in your locality who would be willing to do so. 


The work of the Committee would also be simplified if you would make your reply on the accom- 
panying form. 


Enclosed you will find a circular giving some details of the proposed scheme and its working.

Canadian National Reconstruction Groups 


Dear Sir, 


It is intimated to us that you are interested in the work of the Canadian National Reconstruction 
Groups, which is outlined in the accompanying leaflet, being Publication No. 1. 


The plan of organization described therein is the one which it is felt will have to be ultimately 
adopted, but pending its accomplishment, this Committee feels that study groups should be formed 
without delay, and that Executive Groups will later develop from these 


It is felt, as outlined in the circular, that study groups should consist of about ten to fifteen persons 
from different sections of society, but that, in the initial stages of the movement, it is only necessary 
for anyone interested to gather a few friends around him, who will undertake to study during the sum- 
mer, the works mentioned in the bibliography (Publication No. 6) attached to the questionnaire enclosed 
(Publication No. 5) dealing with the problem of employment. 


The questionnaire on employment has been drawn up by this Committee because the problem is of 
immediate importance, and also because it is felt desirable to reduce one of our problems to a practical 
basis for study. If the members interested will only take up the study of the works mentioned, they 
will realize the urgency of developing this movement, and will at the same time put themselves in a 
position to offer valuable suggestions in the autumn, which suggestions, when some measure of agree- 
ment is reached, may be submitted to the Government. In studying this problem of employment, 
much information and many statistics will have to be secured from the Government. Steps are being 
taken to obtain these, and they will be forwarded to the groups as received. 


It is hoped that you will lend your personal assistance, enthusiastically and energetically, to this 
movement, as it can only be successful if each member does so. The Rt. Hon. Sir R. L. Borden, and the 
Hon. A. K. Maclean have endorsed the movement, and a similar movement, independent of the Ministry 
of Reconstruction, has already been developed in Great Britain. 


What we specifically ask you to do is as follows: 


(1) To undertake to study works on Reconstruction, and the specific problem of employment, 
particulars of which are sent you enclosed. 


(2) To interest a few friends to work with you as a group in your studies. Further circulars 
and questionnaires will be sent to you as you may require them. 


(3) To speak of this movement to all your friends, and to furnish us with the names of any 
persons anywhere who may be interested in this work. 


If the citizens of Canada are sufficiently public-spirited to support this movement fully, it will 
develop a widespread knowledge of the problems of Reconstruction, which are important and pressing, 
and it will create a public opinion which will do,much to solve these problems. If there should be no 
such public opinion, we may enter upon the problems of Peace as much unprepared as we were for the 
problems of War.

DRAFT RESOLUTION. 


WHEREAS it is necessary in the interest of Canada that the subject of employment for the next 


few years and after the war be studied and efficiently handled: 


WHEREAS in studying this subject, the subjoined questions will have to be considered and 


answered: 


WHEREAS in our opinion, effective answer's to most of these questions can only be got through the 
agency of a Government department with full authority to get information from other Government 


departments and commissions, from trades and other sources: 


RESOLVED, that in the opinion of the following groups, a Ministry of Reconstruction should be 
constituted with full authority to get this information in the manner suggested, and thereupon to deal 


with the situation.
